WASHINGTON, April 5. — A 
many-sided political battle of very 
great significance is now under way, 
but its national importance is not 
realized because it is being fought 
on 32 seattered fronts. The outcome 
may have a startling effect on ‘the 
poltical complexion of the congress 
to be elected next year, and on the 
presidential election. 

The recent congress ‘in reapportion- 
ing the house gave an enlarged num- 
ber of members to 21 states and a de- 
creased number to 11. The final lay- 
ing’ out of the sepa hte districts is 
up to the legislatures of the 32 states. 
Most of these legislatures are now in 
session. In practically all where re- 
apportionment has been undertaken it 
has led to bitter battles now raging. 
Some of these struggles, as in. Mis- 
souri, have ended in deadlock. Others 
will result the same way. Where the 
oygtcome is deadlock, the .effect on 
national politics is in many cases 
likely to be sensational. 

As to almost any state, it is pos- 
sible te practice political ingenuity in 
laying out the districts. A state can 
be so divided as to bring about the 


election of all or nearly all republic- 
an congressinen, or all or nearly al 
‘democratic congressmen. Similarly a 
state can be so districted as to elect 
all or nearly all dry congressmen, 
or all alternatively wet congressmen. 

Out of this situation almost indefi- 
nite opmplexitics and quarrels have 
arisen. AeIf a. state government, in- 
cluding. oth legislature and governor, 
is wholly republican or wholly demo- 
cratic, it is certain so to lay out the 
districts as to favor its own party. 

‘The struggles arise where the legis- 
lature is republican but the governor 
democratic or vice yersa. Masscahu- 
setts, for example; has a republican 
legislature which can lay out the 
districts to favor. the republicans, but 
it has a democratic governor who can 
vetv ‘such a_ districting. This situa- 
tion exists also in New York, Kansas 
and several other states. ‘In New 
York, a proposal has been made that 
the redistricting be done not by a bill 
which would require the. governor's 
signature, but by a concurrent reso- 
lution in which the govefnor would 
net participate.

Rebel Portuguese Troops 
Seize Control of Madeira: 


LISBON, Portugal, 
Rebellious troops at Funchal, Ma- 
deira, succeeded last night in wrest- 
ing control from civil and military 
representatives of the Lisbon ggovern- 
ment, it was learned today. 

An emergency session of the cab- 
inet. here directed that troops be or- 
dered to Funchal immediately. <A 
strict censorship has been placed on 
all messages between here and the 
island. 

Reports reaching here despite the 
censorship said two army officers, 
both lieutenants, had incited the mu- 
tiny. They raided the military bar- 
racks and-arrested Colonel Silva Leal, 
the high commissioner, and other of- 
ficers who refused to join them. 

The town was taken over without 
resistance and the lieutenants radioed 
the government here that its repre- 
sentatives had been overthrown and 
that the military junta in control 
would take orders only from a legally 
constituted “national” government at 
the capital. 

Today, it was reported, Funchal 
was plastered with proclamations an- 
nouncing the overthrow of the island 
government and assuring the people |

It was Mayor James J. Walker. | 
not “Jimmy” Walker, who . stepped , 
from the train that brought him back 
from his California vacation into this | 
city of political intrigue and public 
investigation. Furthermore, it was a 
new Mayor Walker, so changed in 
demeanor, so dignified and almost 
grim of visage, that even the spas-

Charter Committee Con- 
sider New Proposal. 


With reopening this afternoon of 
the long-debated annexation question, 
borough council faces a busy session 
in consideration of at least half a 
dozen other major matters. 

Alderman Alvin Richards, veteran 
proponent of .what.he turms a “rea-| 
sonable’ annexation proposal, will of- 
fer a measure for consideration of 
the local government at the session 
this afternoon and will ask that it be 
referred to the charter revision com- 
mittee headed by Councilman W. M. 
Rogers, of the seventh ward. 

The tentative plan contemplates the 


following annexations: 

1. Residential sections 
northward to Wesley road and bound-

Europe; Naval Rivalry 
As Yet Unsolved. 


BY FRANK H. KING. 

LONDON, April 5.—(/)—With the 
lull of Easter holidays ended, Europe 
will tackle anew an array of com- 
plex problems, including the hiten 
which has occurred in the formal 
drafting of the tripartite naval treaty 
of Great. Britain, France and. Italy, 

more immediate disarmament 
problem exists in Jerusalem, where 
Easter was -observed with machine 
guns and armored: cars at strategic 
points to keep peace. Meanwhile, 
clear across the continent, nearly 
every nation faéeéd a variety of diffli- 
culties in affairs of state. 

Rumania has both a cabinet crisis 
and rumors of royal marriages to en- 
gage her attention. 

But the European Yroblem of the 
most international concern is that of 
the Anglo-Franco-Italian naval ac- 
cord, Naval experts have retired to 
their respective: capitals of London, 
Paris and Rome. On the surface it 
would appear that the agreement 
reached after the visits to Rome and 
Paris of Arthur Henderson. British 
foreign . minister, and ’. Alex- 
ander, first lord of the admiralty, was 
in jeopardy. 

Difficulty has arisen over the ques- 
tion of France's replacement of obso- 
lete tonnage after 1933. France is 
holding to figures which it is stated 
would give her superiority of 40,000 
tons greater than was provisionally 
agreed upon during last month's nego- 
tiations, 

The basic position is that the three 
chief European naval powers have 
arrived at an agreement. In prin- 
ciple this eliminates European naval 
squabbles, at least until the world 
naval situation can be reviewed at 
the Geneva conference early next 
year, and probably will hold until 
1936. 

Discouraging as the situation may 
appear at the moment, government 
leaders in England, France and Italy 
have proclaimed the agreement on the 
larger principles of the European 
naval problem. It is not eonsidered 
likely that the unexpected. difficul- 
ties encountered by experts in put- 
ting this agreement into international 
legal terms will upset the tripartite 
accord, 

The spirit of reconciliation and co- 
operation in Europe is held by many 
nations to have received a setback 
during recent weeks in the effect on 
other countries of the surprise action 
of Germany and Austria in announc- 
ing agreement on a proposed customs 
treaty. Objections have been raised 
to the accord and the council of the 
League of Nations is expected to con- 
sider the economic treaty between the 
two countries.

Senator Harris, of Georgia, ranking 
democrat on the senate appropriations 
committee, said it was “idle to talk 
about shifting the burden of taxation 
on the people with small incomes.” 

“The income tax never was intended 
to fail upon the people of small 
means,” he added. “Every argumen* 
for it was based on the ground that 
men of great wealth did not pay a fair 
share of the taxes. 

Harris Hits Check Tax. 

“There is no chance of putting this 
tax on small incomes, I believe in 
holding down expenditures and do not 
believe it will be necessary to increase 
taxes. I am opposed to Senator Bing- 
ham’s plan in toto.” ° 

Regarding Bingham’s suggestion for 
a revival of some of the “nuisance” 
taxes, including levies on automobile 
sales and bank checks. Harris said: 

“A stamp tax en checks in peace 
time with our rate of income is not 
worth. while discussing.

To fully 50 per cent of the host of 
American boys and girls who land in 
Paris annually expecting to be well 
on the way to an operatic or artistic 
career Montparnasse becomes the 
graveyard of their -hopes and ambi- 
tions. Literally thousands are walk- 
ing the streets of the Latin quarter 
broken in spirit and in health, their 


fondest illusions shattered. I am 
somewhat reluctant to write this 
down as I do not want to discourage 
anybody, but the dark side of the pic- 
ture is just as essential to the en- 
semble as the brilliant episode. My ob- 
servations stretching over a period of 
five years, almost daily in the quar- 
ter, have shown that after a time 
many of the newcomers even give up 
dreaming of going back home as their 
pride ‘will not permit them to admit 
failure to their parents or guardians. 
Gradually they become human wrecks, 
sinking from degradation to degrada- 
tion in the dives of Montparnasse. 


Cf course, there are thousands who 
come through gloriously, but we are 
not talking of them just now. There 
are many more to whom Paris be- 
comes, in the course of time, a grue- 
some hell. Unless a young American 
boy or girl is endowed with an un- 
usual amount of grit and courage and 
steadfastness, Paris will wreck their 
careers and often their lives. Instead 
of turning back home they linger on 
and on in the fascinating atmosphere 
of Paris. Some of the most pitiful hu- 
man wrecks in the eafes along the 
boulevards Montparnasse, Raspail and 
Saint Michel are American girls, who 
only a few years ago had a brilliant 
future in front of them. The reason 
of their failure is in many instances 


| traceable to identical causes. 


A friend of mine, Madame Mar- 
guerite Babaian, who has, more than 
any other master ot song trained bud- 
(ding opera stars from across the At- 
lantic, is of the opinion that most of 
the future failures come to Paris in- 
sufficiently prepared.

Why, then, do you parsons and 
priests talk about them as bad 
and hopeless? 

How many parsons and priests have 
you heard preaching this kind of 
thing? I venture to say few, if any. 
The average clergyman is inclined to 
give full credit to virtuous character 
wherever he finds it. Indeed, quite a 
number of their sermons and writings 
urge imitating the example of non- 
professors of religion who nevertheless 
exhibit some of its best qualities. 

Yet though the good Shepherd has 
other sheep which are not of our fold, 
it by no means follows that the truth 
or falsity of His gospel is a minor 
concern, .He taught the existence and 
Fatherhood of God, the eternity of the 
moral law and the potential redemp- 
tion of the human family to brother- 
hood and good will. Do you suggest 
these doctrines have no bearing on the 
spiritual development of mankind? On 
the contrary, they are vitally identi- 
fied with that development. 

Besides, many skeptics who have 
contended vehemently with Christian 
preachers were nurtured in the faith 
of those preachers, and it is impossible 
to strip them of their earlier ideas, 
feelings and convictions. But where 
skepticism is inherited and cultivated, 
its prolonged existence becomes in- 
jurious to ethical ideals and to per- 
sonal and social behavior. A downhill 
movement rolls apace. So today the 
contempt manifested for religion de- 
fies control. It gathers boldness in its 
progress. It extends to every realm 
of thought and action. It begins by 
ignoring God and goes on to ignore the 
safeguards of humanity. If the com- 
mandment, “Thou shalt not commit 
adultery,” can be dispensed with, why 
not also “Thou shalt not steal’? If 
it is lawful to take your neighbor’s 
wife, what is to hinder taking his 
property ? 

Some cultured men laugh at the re- 
strictions which stand in the way of 
their pride or intelligence. Dull con- 
ventional decency is a jest with them. 
But were it to vanish, laughter would 
vanish with it.

|| THE IMMUNIZATION OF SCHOOL 


CHILDREN. 

A correspondent writes that he fully 
agrees with me that “parents should 
give their kids a square deal and sim- 
ply not tolerate any little tin doctor 
monkeyshines if they have a modicum 


of self respect.” I forget now just 
what antics of the. school nurse pro- 
duced that outburst of mine, but my 
correspondent applies it to the im- 
munization of school children against 
diphtheria, and that gives me some- 
thing to think about. Describing how 
his little daughter suffered from some 
form of protein sensitization and how 
the family physician, by skin tests, 
had found the child sensitive to so 
many different substances that he 
wisely cautioned the parents against 
the administration of any kind of 
serum, my correspondent tells how the 
school nurse and physician ridiculed 
the child when she told them her 
parents would not let her take the 
toxin-antitoxin to immunize against 
diphtheria. It would seem that the 
nurse and physician were gravely at 
fault if they behaved that way to- 
ward the child. 

The man. quite naturally resents 
such scurvy treatment from the school 
or health authorities, and I think he 
wouldn’t be much of a man if he fail- 
ed to resent it. But he goes too far, 
I believe, when he adds this charge 
against the honor of the medical pro- 
fession : 

It would seem that the con- 
scientious physician who knows 
his business should inquire into 
the child’s history before he 
brings too much sales talk and 
pressure to bear in behalf of the 
serum manufacturers.” 

Of course, toxin-antitoxin is made 
and marketed by various biological 
manufacturing firms under govern- 
ment license and government super- 
vision. But wherever a campaign is 
conducted by the local health and 
medical authorities for the mass im- 
munization of school children, the 
toxin-antitoxin administered should be 
furnished by the city or the state if 
the parents do not prefer to pay for it. 
If the city or state fails to provide 
free and warranted pure and efficient 
“serum,” “vaccine” or other remedies 
so urged, that does give some ground 
for such a charge as this parent 
makes, I do not know what the pres- 
ent practice may be in his city. If 
it is not the rule there to provide 
such. vaccines or serums' without 
charge for those who do not prefer 
to pay, then perhaps some investiga- 
tion of the relations between the com- 
mercial interests and the health au- 
thorities (or the school authorities) 
is indicated. 

I believe a physician should advise 
all his patients about vaccination 
against smallpox, immunization 
against diphtheria, typhoid or any 
other disease for which such preven- 
tive measures may be available. When 
health authorities or school authorities 
engage in any campaign to persuade 
certain classes of the population to 
receive these immunizing treatments 
they should be prepared to provide 
free of charge the necessary serifm or 
vaccine, which, of course, should be 
made and guaranteed by the city or 
state health department. The cost of 
making such antitoxins is a proper 
burden on the whole people, since the 
only reason for such campaigns by 
the health authorities is to better pub- 
lic health.

“A little reflection on this posi- 
tion.” he added, “‘must convince any 
patriotic citizen of the danger of re- 
bellion growing out of such an atti- 
tude.” 

It would seem unreasonable, the 
chairman said, that any patriotic dry 
could conscientiously vote in favor of 
such a resolution because he would be 
“merely supporting a resolution which 
will take this matter entirely out of 
the hands of politicians and thus out 
of politics by placing the responsibil- 
ity for decision squarely up to the 
people themselves,” and that under 
the constitution he “‘could do no less.” 

“Can any patriotic citizen,” Raskob 
asked, “deny the people opportunity 
to vote on this important and vital 
uestion and properly call himself a 
emocrat?”’ 

A simple declaration for law en- 
forcement in the platform, Raskob 
said would be “unfair to the public 
whose suffrage we are soliciting.” 

“Bither pledge the party dry.” he 
said, ‘“or manfully retuin to Jefferso- 
nian doctrine and give the people them- 
selves opportunity to decide this ques- 
tion, thus taking it definitely out of 
politics. 

“States should exercise police con- 
trol over public utilities,’ Raskob 
said, adding “some ask for federal 
curbs . . . which is another of 
the regrettable tendencies to extend 
the powers of the central govern- 
ment.” 

The party chairman urged changes 
in the anti-trust laws fo “correct an 
injustice,” which would permit groups 
with merger plans to lay them before 
a federal agency and obtain permis- 
sion to carry them out. 

No Price Fixing. 

Raskob summarized others of his 
recommendations as follows: 

“Take the government out of busi- 
ness and relieve trade from unneces- 
sary and unreasonable governmental 
restriction, interference and manipula- 
tion, at the same time safeguarding 
the public in every proper way by 
regulation against monopoly and un- 
fair trade practices. 

“Clearly define our tariff policies. 

“Decry policy of governmental price- 
fixing schemes and attempts to 
maintain prices artificially. 

“Develop some plan of co-opera- 
tion between our national committee 
and the duly-elected democratic mem- 
bers of the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives for the purpose of better 
understanding and better ‘national 
organization. 

‘Develop some scheme of farm re- 
lief which will redound to the bene- 
fit of our whole country. 

“Develop old age and unemploy- 
ment insurance based on co-operative 
effort between capital and labor.

gressmen that the state gets. In 
many, indeed, most of the states, the 
ba..le is between cities which have 
gyown in population and rural coun- 
ties which have not. This battle be- 
tween city and country coincides 
roughly with the battle between wet 
and dry. It is not merely a case of 
one battle, but of several battles with 
their lines criss-crossing, republican 
versus democratic, wet versus dry, city 
against country. 

A page of this newspaper could be 
filled with interesting details of the 
diverse conflicts that have arisen. A 
really fundamental point, almost uni- 
versally lost sight of, hangs on the 
question, what happens if the fight 
becomes a deadlock and no redistrict- 
ing is done. 

The deadlock has actually come in 
Missouri and that state appears to 
have given up the attempt to redis- 
trict at this year's session of the leg- 
islature. Such a deadlock creates a 
national situation that will have very 
great weight on the political com- 
plexion of the congress to be elected 
next year, and on the conventions to 
nominate presidential candidates, gnd 
on the presidential election. 

All Run from State. 

The failure of Missouri, for ex- 
ample, to redistrict, means that the 
state’s delegation in congress will now 
be elected not as one man from each 
district, but as a whole. Missouri's en- 
tire 13 congressmen will be elected on 
one ticket by vote of the entire state. 
This means, of course, that the Mis- 
souri delegation in congress elected 
next year will all be republicans or 
alrernately all democrats. 

As between wet and dry it would 
seem to mean that the whole Missouri 
delegation of 13 is most likely to be 
wet, because the whole delegation will 
be elected in effect by the immense 
majority possessed by the state’s two 
big cities, St. Lonis and Kansas City. 
This same condition occurring in sev- 


‘eral states will have unprecedented 


consequences. 

How startling such a condition can 
be is illustrated hypothetically by 
New York and Massachusetts. In 
New York state last year, the state- 
wide vote was heavily democratic. 
The democratic candidate for gover- 
nor, Franklin Roosevelt, got 1,769,200 
votes to the republican candidate's 
1,044,093. In the very same election, 
however, New York elected 43 con- 
gressmen, district by district, sepa- 
rately, These congressional elections, 
district by district, resulted in 22 
democrate and 21 republican congress- 
men. In Massachusetts likewise last 
year, the statewide vote-elected a 
democratic governor but the separate 
yotes of districts elected only four 
democrats to 12 republicans. 

To Affect Conventions. 

Those 1930 results in New York 
and Massachusetts are typical of the 
normal and universal present way of 
electing congressmen. If these con- 
gressional delegations had been elected 
as units on a statewide basis they. 
would quite probably have been all 
democratic. 

Where a state is given an increase 
of congressmen and fails to redistrict, 
it is apparent that only the excess 
need be elected by statewide vote. 
If California, for example, cannot 
come to an agreement, it can elect 
its additional nine by statewide vote, 
but can elect the original 11 by dis- 
tricts as ‘at present. Where, however, 
a state’s delegation is: reduced and the 
state fails to redistrict, it follows 
that the entire delegation must be 
elected on a statewide basis. This is 
the ease with Missouri. 

A moment’s reflection will show 
that elegetion of congressional delega- 
tions in 1932 by statewide vote in 
any considerable number of states 
would have startling results. While 
the results would be certainly star- 
tling, they would be uncertain as re- 
spects advantage to democrats or re- 
publicans. The outcome might favor 
the republicans overwhelmingly or the 
democrats overwhelmingly, the drys 
overwhelmingly or the wets over- 
whelmingly. 

The effect on the presidential nomi- 
nating conventions lies in the fact that 
delegates to these conventions are 
chosen almost universally on the same 
geographical basis as the congression- 
al districts. ‘The prevailing ryle in 
both farties is to send two delegates 
from each congressional district. It 
will be realized that a delegation 
chosen on a statewide’ basis would 
have a different complexion from one 
chosen separately by districts. Among 
other things. such a delegation would 
locally act as a unit in the conven- 
tion, being all for one candidate or 
all for another, and all wets or all 
drys. 

The whole situation is novel, as well 
as complex. St 
an experienced politician could plot 
in advance the chart of the intricate 
consequences upon candidates and 
causes.

GRASP OF GANDHI 
“STRONGER DAILY 


Opponents of Mahatma 
Declare Leader Is Be- 
coming Virtual Dictator 


KARACHI, India, April 5.—(?)— 
Critics of Mahatma Gandhi declare 
thhkt the national leader is becoming 
a virtual “dictator” by employing 
steamroller methods in the recent ses- 
sion of the all-India national congress. 
' .ey say the congress is “just Gand- 
hi” and little more. , 

It is claimed that the identifica- 
tion of the mahatma’s name with any 
measure was sufficient for its im- 
mediate passage and that other na- 
tionalists were hesitant.to oppose him. 
This was held to be the ease with a 
resolution embodying Gandhi’s decla- 
ration of rights which went through 
the convention with no serious opposi- 
tion. 

The same thing was said to have 
occurred when he brought about the 
appointment of 10 of his own nomi- 
nees on the nationalist cabinet, which 
has only 15 members. 

When some criticism developed to 
Gandhi’s new Delhi peace pact with 
Viceroy Lord Irwin, the little leader 
threatened to retire to private life or 
to starve himself to death if the ex- 
tremists showed no confidence in him 
by rejecting the truce. In selection 
of the nationalist delegation to the 
second round table conference in Lon- 
don, his voice is expected to prevail. 

This “non-violent dictatorship” has 
caused Gandhi's critics to remark that 
there is a vast difference between the 
mahatma’s democratic teachings and 
his “autocratic” practices. They de- 
clare this bodes ill for the future 
constitutional advance of India. 

Jamnadas Mehta, another national- 
ist leader, said he considers Gandhi's 
complete domination of the congress 
as an “unhealthy sign,” tending to 
prove India’s unfitness for self-govern- 
ment. 

“It remains for serious-minded In- 
dians to ‘impress upon the British 
government—which introduced and is 
furthering democratic ideals regarding 
government of India—that such auto- 
cratic methods will not be tolerated 
in any future constitution,” Mehta’s 
newspaper in Karachi said yesterday. 
“Safeguards must be embodied in the 
constitution to prevent an autocratic 
Hindu aligarchy from seizing’ the 
reins of office and thereby introduc- 
ing a bondage, not only of the masses, 
but of the classes.”

For 153 Lives Entrusted to Her 


BY HARRY FERGUSON. 
NEW YORK, April 5.—(UP—Vic- 
tim of an overcrowded civilization, 
Miss Mary Sadler loaded her 17 cats, 
her refrigerator and her bed into a 


taxicab today and trekked northward 
in search of a tolerant community 
where it is possible to have a few pets 
without incurring the fury of the law. 

It was the fourth time she _ has 
moved in five months—like liza 
crossing the ice, always a step ahead 
of the authorities—and she indicated 
the argosy would continue until she 
found sanctuary for the 153 lives en- 
trusted to her care. Today’s destina- 
tion was Ardsley-on-the-Putnam, a 
hamlet reputed to be favorable toward 
cats, and described as a feline paradise 
because of the .abundance of mice in 
certain sections of the municipality. 

Before strapping her bed on the side 
of the cab and fastening the small 
refrigerator on the rear, Miss Sadler 
issued a scalding statement: 

“IT am leaving Yonkers because 
there seems to be no place for my 
cats. The authorities have seen fit 
to warn me that I have too many 
pets. It is impossible to have too 
many pets, and my cats are as dear 
to me as life itself. I am not angry, 
Juzt: het.” 

Whereupon the 17 cats gravely en- 
tered the cab in a single file (“my 
own Easter parade,” Miss Sadler 
termed it), the driver blew a blast on 
his horn and soon Yonkers was only 
a speck on the horizon. -At a late 
hour this evening Ardsley-on-the-Put- 
nam was proving an ideal haven for 
the Sadler menage, and indications 
were that Miss Sadler and her 153 
lives would live very happily ever 
after. 

The record of Miss Sadler’s perse- 
cution by the forees of organized so- 
ciety started five months ago in 
Brooklyn where she was living in 
idyllic fashion on Kast Eighth street 
with 34 cats. Her only furniture was 
the refrigerator in which she kept 
milk for her pets, and the bed on 
which she snatched 40 winks when 
not ministering to her charges. The 
birth rate among the cats was high 
and Miss Sadler envisioned the day 
when she would have 200 pets, which, 
she figured, would require two refrig- 
erators, 

Then came the day when a callous 
neighbor, his sleep disturbed by yowl- 
ing, reported Miss Sadler to the So- 
ciety for the Prevention .of Cruelty 
to Animals. Into Flatbush court she 
went, disdaining counsel, and pleaded 
eloquently for her right to maintain 
a cat farm., She was ordered to dis- 
nose of 12 cats. Miss Sadler com- 
plied, but revenged herself by calling 
a taxicab and announcing she was 
leaving Brooklyn to its own devices. 
She haggled with the driver on a price 
and finally agreed to pay $1 per cat 
_- $3 extra for the refrigerator and

ARGENTINE CITIZENS 


AGAN 0 TO POLL 


BUENOS AIRES, April 5.—(?)— 
Thousands of Argentines cast their 
first vote since last fall’s revolution 
today when provincial officers and 
members of the forthcoming congress 
were elected in the province of Buenos 
Aires. 

Heavy balloting was reported 
throughout the state and the voting 
was generally peaceful. In the after- 
noon President Uriburu conferred 
with police officials and reported his 
satisfaction at the progress of the 
election. 

More than 600,000 persons had 
qualified to register their vote, but it 
was not known how many had taken 
advantage of the privilege. There 
were three tickets in the field, con- 
servative, radical and socialist. 

Much interest centered in the elec- 
tion of a governor and vice govegnor 
of Buenos Aires. The parties’ candi- 
dates for these offices were: 


Shouts of “Death to the king” and 
“Long live the republic’ punctuated 
various republican meetings. Police 
presumably had been instructed not to 
interfere and did not molest the dem- 
onstrators. It was generally peaceful 
in Madrid. 

Many Spaniards ignored the polit- 
ical campaigns and spent the day ob- 
serving Easter. There are about 150,- 
000 candidates for some 50,000 alder- 
men’s offices in approximately 10,000 
towns in the country. Republicans 
have about 6,000 candidates, mostly 
in the cities. 


ALCOHOL DIVERSION 
STEMMED—DORAN 
WASHINGTON, April 5—@— 


Commissioner Doran, of the industrial 
alcohol bureau, believes that the di- 
version of legal alcohol into bootleg 
channels is at the lowest level since 
the advent of prohibition. 

There’ has not been a “bad break” 
in the legalized alcohol industry in 
more than a year, Dr. Moran said. He 
attributed this in part to a spirit of 
co-operation evidenced by both indus- 
trial producers and consumers. 

The aleohol commissioner cited the 
attempt at diversion by a small group 
in the lacquer industry about a year 
ago as one of the last major “leaks,” 
adding that suspected violations now 
are reported regularly by producers 
and consumers so “the whole indus- 


try may be kept clean.”

FASTER HOLIDAYS 
DEPRESS COTTON 


NEW ORLEANS, April 5.—(@)— 
The cotton market during the past 
week has been jnfluenced largely by 
the impending Easter holidays at the 
close of the period. With a triple 
holiday confronting them, traders have 
shown a desire to even up commit- 
ments and after a brief period of 
steadiness at the start due to some 
very bad weather in the cotton belt 
prices eased off under the pressure of 
pre-holiday liquidation. There were 
occasional rallies due to shorts cover- 
ing in preparation for the holidays 
but at the lowest prices reached a de- 
cline from the early highs of $1.50 
a bale. This decline was eventually 
cut down to a net loss for the week 
of about $1 a bale. 

A downward trend in the stock mar- 
ket during the week helped the de- 
cline, but the main influence was the 
désire to even up commitments, cou- 
pled with some selling on the fear 
that the reduction in acreage will not 
prove as large as had been expected. 
Two private acreage estimates ap- 
peared during .the week, the first esti- 
mating the reduction for the belt as 
a whole at between 10 and 11 per cent 
and the other predicting a decrease 
of about 8.4 per cent. 

The market received support at 
times by trade buying on a fair scale 
at the decline. The rallies were as 
a rule brief and trading generally was 
of very moderate proportions although 
there were a few periods of good ac- 
tivity. 

The market received very little en- 
couragement from Liverpool, that cen- 
ter sagging under pressure of local, 
continental and Bombay liquidation. 
There was also some weakness in the 
Egyptian markets. Manchester report- 
ed rather light trading both in cloths 
and yarns, buyers being restrained by 
the uncertainty of the political situa- 
tion in India. 

Aside from pre-holiday liquidation 
the market was influenced downward 
largely by a decline in the stock mar- 
ket.

publicly. This block of securities 
should not be regarded in the came 
way as an offering of some other gove 
ernment or of a corporation, as they 
are accepted as a stock in trade gen- 
erally by banks and other organiza- 
tions desiring to invest surplus funds 
temporarily with the utmost security. 

In the preceding week offerings 
totaled $142,999,000. Late activity in 
Liberty and treasury on Wednesday 
resulted in total sales exceeding 
$6,000,000 in that group and helped 
to establish a new 1931 high record 
for total turnover at $15,150,000. 

The market continued to have a 
irregular price movement. 
Bonds of reeognized gilt edge rating 
issues reflected uncertainty in their 
outlook. 

With few exceptions railroad obliga- 
tions were lower and a number of 
them reached new lows for 1931. The 
standard statistics average price of 
ten leading issues made new lows also 
and closed the week at 100.6 com- 
pared with 101.7 seven days previous- 
ly. The composite price for ten issues 
each of public utilities, industrials and 
rails closed the week about 1-2 point 
lower at 96.2.
